'The six accused were guards at a P"' camp farm, which 
housed around 1,500 F' T| s: and were charged with"a series of atrocities 
against their wards. Okamoto was additionally charged with atrocities 
against two Filipinos suspected guerrillas. The F"'s worked on the 
farm as laborers,'cultivating and planting rice and vegetables, and 
caring for cattle. 


OKAAOTO (accused) ; Nicknamed "Loc emotive". 

As to Specification 1 (Okamoto); ’tile on a. reconnoitcring 
expedition in charge - of a platoon sent out AcTTound up Filipino guerillas, 
an old unidentified Filipino man was captured. The victim was beaten by 
the Japanese and Formosan personnel of the platoon, and then he was stabbed 
in the stomach with' a- sword by the accused Okamoto, he thus contributing to 
the death of the victim. Immediately after the stabbing the victim was 
used for bayonet practice by the platoon enlisted men, the death'being 
caused'by a combination of the stabbing and the baxroneting (lx 9, 15, 25, 

52, 53, 57; R 575, 499, 504, 565). 

As to Specification 2 (0k"moto): Not guilty (R 633). 

As to Specification 3 (Okamoto): A FT secretljr left the 
FT ca.nTi going into a nearby village”to buy food. Upon returning, he was 
intercepted by a Japanese guard and brought to the accused for questioning. 
The accused and a. corporal beat up the FT with fists and rifle butt, as well' 
as severely kicking him. The FT protested he had no intentions of escaping, 
but was merely purchasing some food. The affiant a.dded, that the next day 
the FT was executed. 07 / shooting. Note - the accused apparently had nothing 
to do with the execution (Ex 9, 52; R 606).

As to Specification 5 and 5a (Okamoto) : "Tiile on a rc- 
connoitering expedition a gainst Filipino ^acrrilas, a sentry of a platoon 
which was under the command of the accused, bayoneted to death a young 
Filipino man at night time after being challenged.. The accused was asleep 
at" the -time of the incident. The next day, 1 the Filipino's head was cut 


off and carried on'a mole back to the P"J Camp. The accused^,had on . 

observing the body,'asked'his men if any of them had the nerve to cut o±f 
the Filipino's head. One, Takeyan% (the accused in another case) admitted 
he .'volunteered to perform the act in order to show his bravery (Ex'15). 

The accused.(Ex 52) said that he. had asked two of his subordinates, fimura

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p.nd. Kira, " "ould you cut off his head?", and someone wrongfully interpreted 
that as an order and.that someone cut off the Filipino's head/ Chin, one 
of the accused in this case (Ex 9), scad tha.t the accused. Okamoto's sword 
was borrowed, by Takeyama for the purpose of performing the deed. 

.s to the old Filipino man, whose body was bayoneted.' the 
accused, Oka ir ioto (Ex 52) said he was ordered by his superior, Major iwasaka 
to kill the victim ana have the body used for bayonet practice. The accused 
alleged that’ upon his ex.ernnfrg the Filipino be observed that the man was 
already dead, so he plunged his sword into the stomach of the bodv. The 
affidavit of Takeyama (Ex 15) said the old Filipino man was beaten on 

orders of the accuser; Okamoto, who had told his men to boat the Filipino 

to death. The accused Cka.moto then stabbed the Filipino in the stomach 

and tol^. the rest of the non — they were 100 in number — to use the body 

for bayonet practice, ■'hich they did ■, The Filipino man had been picked, 
up on - a reconnoitering.patrol sent out to round up Filipino auerrilas (Ex 
9, 25, 53, 57).

• Is to S pe cification 1 (Yoshinaga) : The accused was a guard 
at the pn Farm Camp.. About December 4, 1942, he badly beat FT Self for 
endeavoring to get on a farm work detail with the affiant Ehney. The FT 
wa.s beaten so badly ho was placed in the hospital, '.fterwards, the accused 
went to the hospital and. boa.t him up again. The F ST , prior to the beating, 
was still weak from.a hospital case of dysentery (Ex^31). 

\3 to Specification 2 (Yoshinaga): Nolle prossed (R 356, 

682 ). 


\s to Specif ication 3 (Yoshinaga) : • .'lout December 10, 1943, 

■while working on the F' T farm, the affiant Langlois alleged that the -accused 
beat- him severely on the back with a hoe handle, it being done for no 
apparent reason (Ex 33). 

J-S to Specification 4 ( Y oshina gn): F ?T Tanner was hard' of 
hearing. In January 1944, while he was standing in line, he failed to 
announce himself during a count of'the men. The accused, became--‘enraged 
and bbat the F'' T with a hoe handle, striking him on the head and body. The 
P r ’ r was hurt, so badly 'he had to be helped back to camp (Ex 5).- 

\s _to_ Spe cification 5 (Yoshinaga) : In larch 1944, FT .. 

Ozello had picked up some potatoes which foil from the litter carried by 
one of the F’ T 's. The accused, alleging that F' r Ozello was stealing potatoes, 
beat him severely with a club on his body, knocking him out, and incidontly 
breaking the F’ r »s wrist (Ex 7 , 22 , 34). 

.’.s to Sp ecific cat ion 6 (Yoshinaga) : In July 1944, the accused 
struck F !T Kna.pp on the back with a stick and then kicked him in the mouth, 
knocking out two teeth. No medical attention was -given.- The incident arose 
in connection math instructions given by the accused to the P’T'S on the 
proper weeding of rice fields (Ex 35). 

As_ to S pecification 7 (Yoshinaga) :- In December 1944, the 
accused complained, that a P 7 ' 7 , who was planting rice,wa.s putting too many 
plants in one place.. The accused then boa.t the B*' 7 over the hca.d '\ath a 
club (Ex 36). 

Is to Speci f ication 8 ( v oshina.ga) ; Brtw-an June 194-2 aftd 
31 August 1944, the accused on many occasions beat FT Cole.-The affiant - 

alleged the accused was an excitable person and had a " ific temper (Ex 

37).

As- t o Spec i fication 9 ( Y oshinaga): Between 1 June 1942 
end 31 August 1944, the accused' wouldfpick’out a dozerr FT' S on the farm 
daily, line then up, • and beat then with a hoe' .or pick handle. .FT'S were 
beaten in groups like that over n dozen tines. The accused was constantly 
beating someone. The FTPS named in the specification were all beaten in 
groups with the,affiant. Mo reasons were ever riven by the guards for 
those brutalities (Ex 38 ) ..

As to Sp ecification 10 (Yoshinaga) : Between 1 July 1942 
and 23 July 1943, affiant :F7 Olg'uinwas beaten about fifteen different’ 
times by the accused, being hit on the face andback by sticks (Ex 39)• 

Is to Specification 11 (Yo s hinaga) : P T T Thompson alleged 
that hetween 10 July 1942 and 15 July 1944, he was beaten’several times 
with a club by the accused who usually carried a hoe handle or a bamboo 
stick. He wielded those instruments freely on various FT'S (Ex 8 ).

. ' "'■ s 5° Spe cification 12 ( Yos hinaga) : Between 15 July 1942 
and 1 July 1944, FT Paskey wa.s often beaten by t v e accused for the reason 
that the FT'S could not stoop down for long -periods of time. The FTPS 
were supposed to work in a crouched position. The accused was of an ir¬ 
ritable nature and often hit - for sheer oleasure - the 'swollen fingers 
of the FT'S (Ex 14). / . 

As'to Spec ifi cation 13 (Yoshinaga) : Between 1 July 1943 
and 1 October 1943, the accused mistreated FA Captain BatchMrj' the 
affiant, P T T Major ’reher, alleged that Captain Batchl^r was working be¬ 
side him on the farm. .The accused, who was then a. sentry, talked and 
laughed with the Captain P w , and during the conversation, gave him'a 
cigarette and a light. The. sentry then drew back and kicked the Captain 
on various parts of his body (Ex 40). 

As to Spec ifi cat ion 14 ( v o shinaga) : Between November 1943 
and 20 February 1944, the affiant P”J Snow was obliged to walk with bare 
feet on a. hot roadbed, and for hesitating to do so, was badly beaten by 
the accused with a. two-inch club. Although bruised and bleeding, the FT 
was forced to work in the rice fields under a hot sun. He saw the accused 
beat other PW'S similarly (Ex /id). 

i As t o S pecifica.tion 15 (Yoshinaga) ; Between January 1944 
-and 28 June 1944, while" 1, the affiant FT was working on the farm, the accused 
often beat him with a club for not working'hard enough; he being hit on the 
back and "legs with a. hoe handle; sometimes, slapped. The accused beat many 
men with clubs. A favorite action of the accused was to force the faces of 
the FT'S down into' the mud of the rice paddies and then step on them (ax 1+7). 

As to Specific ation 16 (Yo shin aga) ; .About 31 January 1944, 
as related by the affiant Stewart, the accused found some beans in the 
pocket .of FT Stagio. The accused knocked him down ten times with a club. 

Then he made him jumo into a. creek and every tine he would come up out of 
the water, he would hit him again, this ^oi-ng on for thirty minutes (Ex 

55). 

' As to Specification 17 ( v 'oshina.ga) : Between ;1 July 1942 

and 31 January 1945~,~the accused mistreated numerous FT'S. Live-witness 
Coxey testified that the accused hit many people with a rifle for no 
apparent reason; sometimes striking whole bunches of men. He beat a dark- 
haired. fellow who was ticen to the hospital where the accused again beat 
hi m (p 77 ). The accused hit T ' T itness Coxey with a rifle butt, grabbing a . ■ 

rifle from a guard and using it (R 86 ) Fitness Sgt FjII testified that 

seldom a day went by where the accused didn't mistreat a. man. *.e hit P.. o .

emerged from the building. The recused first struck this witness in 
•September 1943 because he was talking to another PW; he belne beaten vd/th 
a. club and he bore'bruises for a week (R 113). T ' r itness Bromer testified • 
the accused usually struck him with a, hoe handle; that the accused used 
to count heads in the FT Compound and hit them with a pick handle as they 
counted off. The witness stated that the a.ccused hit many others with a 
"persuader" , (pick and hoe handle) (R 125, 143). Witness Burk said he never 
saw the accused .beat anybody (R 158)., Witness Kalich said the’accused 
slapped and kicked PL Russell and himself for carelessness in transolr.nting 
rice - this occurring in July 1943 ( R 169). Early.in 1944, the accused and- 
another Japanese guard named "Air Raid" beat the witness for talking to 
another PW while' -working on the farm* The accused hit him 0 n the head with 
a clod of dirt. In July 1944, the accused beat witness Kalich with a stick 


on the head and logs for picking upra light load, being struck with a split 
bamboo pole about l|" thick (R 169, 170), The accused beat another PY7 into 


pulp, kicked him, and then threw him into a nearby ditch because the FW 
had volunteered to transfer from one work detail group-to another, this 
happening in August 1943 (R 170, 18o). The Accused was always beating 
somebody; it was just a habit with him (R 171). Witness Lieutenant Colonel 
Montgomery said that in the barracks of the PIT'S, .. the accused was 
mentioned on a, number of occasions as having beaten FIT'S. Three affidavits 
mentioned the accused, bea.ti.ng PIT'S at various.times without provocation and 
that he was one of the worst of the guards,. The accused would give at least 
two bad beatings a week with a club to P T T'S (Ex 7, 8, 10). Another affidavit 
related that the accused often times gave many terrible beatings to various 
FT"*S with clubs and hoc handles, it being practically daily occurrences (Ex 
17, 19,- 24, 31, 43 , 44, 45 , 46, 48). Affiant Turner said the accused had' 
the FT'S, stand on ant hills while’ leveling them out for clearing the farm. 

The FT'S were, therefore, bitten many times by -nts. He made the FT'S 
stoop while digging a nd would hit them, across the back unless they held the nicks 
about a foot .from the head, They were beaten with a club everytime they 
tried to straighten up.-

Then 
the accused compelled about .25 other-PW'S to sla.p Kent's face several times. 
When it was not done har'd, enough the accused would demonstrate on the FT 
(Ex 42). • 


-As to S pecification 2 (Chin ): FT Tanner, while working in 
, a vegetable patch, about 1 May 1943, was beaten”by the accused, who struck 
him "with a. rifle butt spveral times on the head and body. There was no 
apparent justification fo: assault - (Ex 5) 
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As..to Spe cification 3 (Chin) : Nolle prossequi (R 356, 682). 


6 s - I. 0 Specif ication 4 (Ch in)! Nolle prossequi (B 356, 682). 


A 3 Specification 5 (Chin) : FT Captain ’.Vermuth was severely 
beaten by the recused at ^various times between November 1943 and June 1944., 

On one occasion, late in 1943, FT'’Vermuth was in charge of a FT detail carryirg 
loads of fertilizer. ’.Then he protested to the Japanese guards, including the 
aebused, that the loads wore too heavy for the men to carry, the .-accused be¬ 
came enraged. Ho severely beat FW. ’Vermuth with a club on his 'body, knocking 
him down and then kicking him with hob-nailed boots in' the face and body. 

The injuries disabled FIV ’Vermuth for throe or four weeks. This particular 
incident'was testified to by live witnesses and several affiants’. (R 116, 

154, 123, 176, 177, 186, 234; Ex: 0, 7, 8, 17, 48). 


The recused admitted beating FIT"Wernuth but said he did so 
on orders, and did not hurt him very much (Ex 9, R 500). 


V.s to-Specification 6 (Chin) : Nplle prossequi (R 356, 632), 


As to S pecification 7 (Chin) : P VI Pacer alleged that in 
February 1944 ho and five other PIT's were'beaten by the accused for not 
being able to carry heavy loads of manure. The PIT'S were barefooted and 
were obliged 7 to walk on stony ground. The affiant was suffering from both 
malaria and dysentery. • The accused bea.t him on the head and body with a 2 
by 3 club and as result of this beating the affiant was confined to sick 
for three days (Ex 6). 


As to Specifi cation 8 (Chin) : Not Guilty (R 682). 
is to S peci fication 9 (Chin) : Not Guilty (R 682), 


As t o Sp ecification 10 (Chin) ;" Affiant PIT Major Mills alleged 
that the accused beat him severely with a'club, in September 1944, while the 
FIT was working on the farm detail (Ex 13). 


As to Specification 11 (Chin) : Not Guilty (R 682). 
.is to Specification 12 (Chin) ; Not Guilt y (R 682). 


As to Specif ication 13 (C hin): FW Coxey, live witness, 
testified that the accused usually carried a hoe handle and often went around 
striking the PIT'S, hitting them on the hea.d, knocking them down. He sometimes 
made the,PIT'S go 'round him in a circle and as they passed he would hit then 
with the hoe handle (R 77, 78). 


’Titness Sgt Noll said the accused mistreated many FIT'S as 
a daily ocourrenco and the PIT'S knowing of his actions endeavored to keep 
away from his work detail. This witness was slapped and pushed by the 
accused but never beaten (R 115, 116). 


’Titness Brennan alleged that the accused struck him on 
four different occa.sions — he being hit with pick handle, slapped, and 
kicked;, the cause usually being for not-working fast enough. The accused 
slapped many PIT'S and also made then slap each other., The accused beat 
FIT'S almost daily with a pick or hoc handle (R 122, 124, 136). 


"fitness Purk said that on one occasion in 1943, as the 
PIT'S would emerge from a tool shed where they picked up their farm im¬ 
plements,. the accused would strike them -as thcy'c one out the door*, that 
the accused mistreated many FT'S in 1943 (R 159, 164). 


The accused also beat two PIT'S severely with a club because 
they failed to ca.pture unharmed some poisonous snakes nesting in some ant 
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(R 177). 


Fitness It. Col. Montgomery said that in the Majors 1 barracks 
it was often mentioned that the accused beat various FF'S (R 207). 


& ’fitness Lt, Col. Friocw said tha.t in October 1943 he saw 
the accused beat a F f unmercifully with a. bamboo pole by hitting him over 
the head and on the back. The beating was administered beca.use the accused 
did not like the way the FTJ was cutting grass. In November of 1943 the 
witness saw the accused .beat HT Sgt. Stoufer vdth a rake handle over the 
head and back, The witness ■ also saw the effects'of a beating on F'f Gibson, 
observing cuts on his hea.d and bruises on his body — FVf Gibson having 
reported he was beaten by the accused (R 232, 234, 235). 

Various affiants alleged that the accused beat E7*S oh 
numerous occasions, .hitting them vdth bajronets or other metal objects. 

The accused was very sadistic (Ex 7, 8, 10). 


Affiant Faskey said that he complained of being too ill to 
work and the'accused in attempting to force him to. work beat him severely 
with a stick, knocking him down several times, picking him up, then knocking 
him down again. He was not able to work for several days as a result of 
this beating (Ex 14)-. 


• In November 1943, the accused beat Lt. Parson with a rifle 
butt and kicked him with hob-nail shoes, because the P7 had fadnted from 
■malnutrition and heat (Ex 16). 


Affiant St.ecklin was beaten with a bayonet for not carrying 
enough rocks for road building (Ex 17). 


.Affiant Major Dobrinec said that FF Major Manoraux told him' 
of a severe beating received from the accused, he bciag knocked unconscious. 
Several people who witnessed that beating said the accused stomped on him 
after he had fainted (Ex 48), 

The accused admitted giving beatings to many F'f'S bat said 
he did it on orders from superiors.(Ex 9)* Another guard, Takayama, admitted 
helping the accused beat a E7 with a rifle butt (Ex 15). 


El H.ATSU RIN (accused) ; Nickname "Bottle Brain". 

As to Spegification 1 (Rin) : In January 1943, the accused 
beat PF Burt with a pick handle and also kicked him because the FI had 
stepped on an onion while working on the farm (Ex 19). 


As to Specification 2 (Rin) : FF Bruce, while working on a 
vegetable patch on the farm and changing from one plot to another, was beaten 
and kicked by the accused for apparently no reason. The affiant saw similar 
treatment given other F.7*S, by the accused, likewise for no apparent cause 
(Ex 18). ' 

As to Specification 3 (Rin ): Not Guilty (R 681). 

AB to Specification 4 (Rin) ; In July 1944, while HI Roberts 
wfcs^ shucking corn, he accidentally broke the shucks off the big ears of corn; 

Seeing that, the accused struck him severely over the head with a hoe handle, 
cutting him and causing blood to be all over hi's face (Ex 21), 

,s to Specificati on 5 (Rin) : Fitness Coxey said that the 
accused probably hit every F7 that ever worked on the farm (R 93, 95, 96, 

97). . 
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Witness Bell said that in the Spring of 1944 the accused 
badly beat him with a club for helping a nearly blind F.7 in planting 
vegetables; the beating knocked him unconscious for 36 'hours and caused 
him to be hospitalized. This witness also was slapped, pushed, kicked 
and struck with a stick by the accused on many other occasions. Many other 
PW 1 S were also similarly mistreated (R 114, 153).

Witness Brennan, said he.was slapped on the face„ several 

times for not working fast enough. The accused hit many other-priso ners 
as a daily occurrence (R 125).* ... 


Witness Burkr saw him hit several PW’S. He would make men 
kneel with a pole behind their knees. He would strike men as they lined 
, up for Work details. The accused had a bad reputation for beating FW'S 
throughout the camp (R 157* l6l). ' 

Witness KaLich said the accused beat many PW 1 S at the .tool 
shed as they got the farm implements, from Pay 1943 to June 1944. The 
accused also in January 1944 severely kicked in the face an officer who had 
been talking to' another PW, .A PW had'been furnishing some fake medicinal 
pills to the accused for VD treatment. Upon the accused’s learning of this 
he severely beat the PW with a club and/kicked him with hob-nail boots. 

This happened in April 1944 (R 175*' 176, 194). ' 


Witness Price saw the accused beat unmercifully a PW with 
bad eyesight who was pulling weeds and by mistake pulled up some tomato 
plants. On another occasion in November 1943 when he saw the accused hit 
another PW with a 2 by 4 club, this witness attempted to interfere. Far 
so doing, the accused hit him in the face with a 2 by 4 and knocked out two 
teeth.(R 237). 


Affiant Nichols said the accused beat, kicked and slapped 
many PW'S (Ex 10), Other affiants, Stec Id. in, Destefan and Hill alleged 
various instances of vicious beatings of various FW’S by the accused (Ex 17* 
22, 23). 

As to Specification 6 (Rin ): Nolle prossequi (R 68l),

RAI 0 RAN (accus ed) : Nicknames 11 Carebao", "Webfoot.” • 

As t o Specification 1 (Ran ): PW Roberts was beaten by the 
accused on 19 June 1943* who struck him in the jaw with his fists; because 
the FT Would not fall down, the accused tried to wrestle him down; that 
failing, the accused borrowed a club from another Japa.nese guard and struck 
him on various parts of his body. The FT fell down in order to avoid further 
beatings. While on the ground, the accused, kicked him in the head several 
times (Ex 27). . 

As to S pecification 2 (Ra.n ) : In Parch 1944* several PW’S 
formed a bucket brigade, watering vegetables. During .a halt, a P J stopped, 
to tie his shoe . The accused seeing that, struck the PW with his fists in 
the face and stomach, then forced him to stand at attention; whereupon, he 
proceeded to kick and knock him down several times. The face of the P.J be¬ 
came swollen and he had bruises all over his bod;'- (Ex 23). 


As. t o Speci fication 3 ,(Ran).: The accused beat and abused 
numerous §7’S between August 19.42 and'December 1944. Witness Coxey said e 
heard the accused had beaten a lot of P7’S but never saw it himsel (. ) ). 

• - • S?t Bell, witness, said the accused had slapped and. pushed 

him', 'On one occasion, the accused had pushed his head under vp-ter an .. rice 
paddy, but .the accused did not ?ive - beating to any others th-. . 
witness knew off (Jl.118), 
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^Witnesses Brennan and Burk never saw him hit anybody. 
Rurk said, however,'the accused had a reputation for abusing and mis¬ 
treating FY»S (R 125, 157, 164). 


< Witness' Kalich said the accused slapped many F.Y’S and hit 

them with a light stick, doing this, daily during June apd July 1943 (R 173). 


Witness Frice said th,e accused badly beat two FY'S with a 
club because they were' not carrying large enough'loads of straw to suit him 
(R 236). 



Affiant Nichols, alleged the accused beat many F.Y T S mercilessly. 
As a result of his beatings many, were not -able to work for many days nor did 
they get medical attention (Ex 10). 

.Affiant Destefan said the a.ccused carried a club' and beat 
PW'S in the same way as did the other guards (Ex 22). 


Affiant Major Knapp said he witnessed many beatings of FY'S 
by the accused (Ex 35). 

As to Specification 4 (Ran) : Nolle prossequi (R 681), 


KAZU O KINUGASA (accused) : Nickname "Little Air Raid". 

As to ' Specification 1 (Kinugasa ); The accused beat many 

PW f s with pick handle. Witness Coxey said he was beaten several times by 

the accused; that often FY'S were macbto slap each other (R 70, 73> 76).

On one occasion, the accused beat a red headed sailor with 
a pick handle, saying’he. had stolen some soap, The sailor's arm was broken 
by the beating (R 76). 


Other live witnesses identified the accused but did. not 
. relate'any beatings on, his'part ('R 188, 126 , 142, 177 )• 


Witness Brennan said that the accused was in charge of 
the tool shed, pointing him out but not knowing his name (R 142). 

Affiant Major Archer said the accused was one of the 
sentries who, when the FTPS were resting at work, would sneak up and knock 
hell out of them with a club (Ex 40). 

.Affiant Turner said that in June he saw a.ccused make a 
PAY eat 6 or 8 large cucumbers. He beat the 1W all over the body every 
time he stopped eating. The sentry would do that sort of thing vhenever 
he found a FY loafing (Ex 45)* 


It should be noted here that this.a.ecused was nicknamed 
"Little Air Raid" and another sentry was named "Big Air Raid". T.iese 
?ffida.vits refer only to a person named "Air Raid" and it is not certain 
whether they meant "Big" or "Little Air Raid".

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The recused after being duly warned of his rights, elected 
to testify;on his ovm behalf (R 591), Is to the Filipino old nan who was 
bayoneted,, the accused testified his superior officer, Major Iwnsakn, who 
had accompanied the field expedition, ordered him to kill this Filipino 
captive, and to have the body used as,bayonet practice by the members of 
the platoon for a training exercise (R 602, 603, 610). PU 


That the witness examined the Filipino who was lying on the 
ground, and observed the man was already dead. The accused then struck the 
body in the stomach with his sword, and ordered the members'of the platoon 
standing around to use the body for bayonet practice (R 602, 603). Ma jor 
Iwasaka had told him to execute and behead any guerrillas found, in order 
to mark up the fighting spirit of the Formosan members of the platoon (R 
604), ~ 


As to the young Filipino, suspected guerrilla who was bayoneted 
at night by a sentry on duty, this happened while the accused was asleep. The 
witness said he had previously t old, his two 'lieutenants that his orders had 
been that the-heads, should be cut off of any guerrilla captives, and the 
objects taken back to the P” T camp. The accused did not know in this instance 
who actually committed the beheading of this Filinino man (R 604, 605), The 
accused denied beating or executing any F7*S (R 606). He further said that 
Major Iwasaka had told him it was alright to strike any prisoners of war if 
they stole anything or "loafed" on the job (R 607). 


The ac cased stated he was of ten oriticized for being too kind 
to the F'MS (R 594, 595, 596). He attempted unsuccessfully to save from 
execution a P' r v/ho had gone into a nearby village ‘to procure food one night 
(R 606, 6l6). He denied ever mistreating a.ny. i r' ?, -S (R 606). 

_ _ . , ' s to .the written statement supposedly dictated by him at 

Sugamo Prison, he said he refused to sign the statement aft ex' it had been 

written tip, doing so upon the ground it contained inaccuracies, and also that 
he had been advised by defense counsel not to sign any such documents (Ex ' 
52; R 608, 609, 614) • It should be noted herein that the Commission called, 
as a witness Ce.pt Kenny,' who interrogated the accused on behalf of the 
prosecution staff- (R 311, et seq). The defense counsel in a long cross- 
examination attempted to show the statement v/as not fully explained to the 
accused nor correctly transcribed by the interrogators (R 313, et scq). 


v 0SHINAGA (accused) 



.The accused after being first duly warned of his rights, 
elected to testify on his own behalf (R 519), He said that he was a v;ork 
supervisor in the rice paddies on the farm (R 522). That he did strike and 
mistreat some F’ T »S, on orders of his superior officers”(R 522), and related 
two instances of his slapping F7!S for loafing in 1943 and 1944 (R 522, 523). 
He never saw .any other mistreatment of FT*S by anyone, 'including the other 
accused (R 523), The two slapoing incidents were his only mistreatment so 
far as he was concerned (R.523)» 



The accused after being duly warned of his rights, elected 
to testify on his own behalf (R 495). He said that he was r civilian guard 
and supervisor attached to the prisoner of war camp from November 1942 to 
January 1944 and from ,r ay 1944 to January 1945 (R -498). Under orders of 
his senior officers.he "’id strike some prisoners of \.rx with his open hand 
but never used r weapon (R.500). Ho related throe instances of slapping he 
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did under orders, striking prisoners of war who were "loafing" (R 500, 501), 
None of the.co-accused ever mistreated the PW'S (r' 502). He further said 
that the written sta.tements obtained from him by prosecution investigators 
(Ex 1, 9). were procured by force and fraud. He did not understand the 
Contents of the.statements and his signing of the instrument was guided by - 
the hand of the Nisei interpreter (R 502), Ho insisted that as a Formosan, 
he was a slave of the Japanese, conscripted into their military forces against 
his will. He had no desire to strike prisoners of^war but he was compelled 
to do so (R 503). 

EI_ HATS U RIN, (accused) : 

.The accused after being duly warned of his rights, elected 
to testify on his own behalf (R 486). The accused, a Formosan, testified 
that he considered himself .as a Chinese and was conscripted into the Japanese 
military forces as a laborer. He worked at a FW farm beginning in Sqetember 
1944 (R 487), Under orders of Sergeaht \ihara, he struck with his open hand 
two PIT'S for "loafing" but they sustained no serious injuries therefrom (R 
488). He denied any other mistreatment of PW'S by himself and saw none of 
the other accused abusing any prisoners of war (R 489). As to the statement 
he signed (Ex 26) he said that investigators procured it by force and duress; 
they made him sign it by guiding his hand,’ He did not know the contents of 
that document (R 490). He said ho studied Japanese in elementary school 
for six years but did not' know the language well (R 493). He further denied 
hitting a Lt. Colonel in the face and^hooking out his two front teeth (R 494). 

RAI 0 RA N (accused) : Nicknames "Carebao", "Webfoot",. 

_ __ The accused, after being first duly warned of his rights, 

elected to testify on his own behalf (R 463). He, a Formosan, claimed 
he was drafted into the Japanese armed forces .and served against his will. 

He did not speak the Japanese language and did not like the Japanese Imperial 
system. He worked at the FW camp as a civilian; was at the FW farm from 
January 1943 to October 1944* on duty mainly in caring for the rice paddies, 

He did not mistreat any PW'S, and did not see any mistreatments by others. 

He never received orders to strike_anyone (R 466). 


; The accused denied knowing ‘ 
PW Roberts,.and denied the mistreatment incident took place (R 468)That 
the written statement alleged to have been obtained from him (Ex 25)* a.t' 
time of original interrogation was obtained by duress and fr c aiid; hj? did 
not understand the contents of the document; it was never translated into 
Chinese for him. The Nissi investigator took hold of his hand and guided 
his signature. That many of the averments in the statement are not correct 
(R 468, 472), In the Japanese Army he was told he would be executed if he 
did not obey orders (R 47l)» The accused insisted he was on friendly terms 
with the F.T'S, and he.d done many little smell favors for them, such as 
furnishing the FT with many local snack items (R 480-483), he especially 
mentioned. Lt, Colonel Englehard and Major Jordan as friends (PW'S). It 
should be noted here that in rebuttal the prosecution read into the record 
(R 624) a TWK from Colonel Englchart, which said the accused while he 
occasionally gave a PW a cigarette or permitted the eating of a raw comote, 
yet the FT'S later paid for it by blows; the accused often beat RW'S; his 
disposition was unpredictable. 


~ K*ZU0 KINUOASA (accused) : Nickname "Little Air Raid". 


. The accused having been duly warned of his rights, elected 

to testify on his own behalf (P. 510). He arrived at the FT camp in September 
1942 . On the farm there he was put in charge of tools and equipment (R 510, 
511); He denied any mistreatment of the PWS by himself or any others (R 
513), he claiming to have been friendly with the FT'S (R 512). is to the 
signing of his own statement at the time of his original interrogation (Ex 
28), he insisted he was intimidated into consenting to affix his signature. 
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He denied the truth of the. statements therein* that only portions of.'it were 
read back to him; he did not understand or read English (R 514, 515)• The 
accused claimed to have been on friendly terms with, the P/'S,, and had given 
them seedsiand seedlings for their uses as well as so°me dried tobacco grpvm 
on the farm (R 516). 

4. Opinion : . ' ' 

'The principle .contentions-of...the defense were two-fold) (l) mistaken 
identity, and (2) exaggeration in the detailing of -incidents tiffed abuses. 
Regarding- the identity of the various accused, the live witnesses pointed 
.them out sufficiently-by recalling their features and distinguishing their 
nicknames, T Vhile there was some confusion over the-nickname of one .or two 
of the accused, yet it was not of;a sufficient- degree to hold that the 
identifications v/ere erroneous. J ' ■- : - 

Regarding the.exaggeration of.the severity of incidents, there was' 
basis for the contention of the'defense in some of -the matters related, but, 
viewing the evidence as a. whole, there was really overwhelming evidence to 
suppbrt the specifications as a group. The‘ 'evidence showed conclusively a 
widespread -pattern of beatings and-abuse of the many PW l S, and sufficiently 
connected the various accused herein so as to justify the convictions obtained. 

Defense counsel made a vigorous and detailed defense as toeach 

. item of the charges and specifications, covering everything thoroughly, and 

sometimes so minutely as to. exasperate the commission and the prosecution. 

The success of the defense in obtaining favorable findings as to the great 

bulk of the three hundred specifications is indicative of the efforts made. 

. » 

. • A study of the record compels the conclusion that the facts of the 
case, and the law pertaining thereto, were, on the whole, carefully weighed' 
and correctly decided. In view of the findings reached by the commission, 
no sentences less than those adjudged are deemed to be appropriate. 

The testimony of the accused as to the alleged duress in the pro¬ 
curing of their written statements, and the alleged mistakes contained in 
the docments, were not of sufficient value to justify the. commission disre¬ 
garding the contents thereof especially in view of a'great deal of other - 
testimony and evidence which corroborated the incriminating admissions made, 
in the written statements of the various ;accused. 

The many motions made by defense counsel as to various features 
of the trial were all of a nature'which have been often ruled upon in the 
past by various trial commissions, and the actions taken in the case at 
bar on those motions v/ere proper and in accordance with settled decisions. 

The commission was constituted by proper authority and had juris¬ 
diction of -the accused and of the offenses alleged. The accused were given 
a fair trial, and were ably and vigorously defended by American advisory c 
counsel,! The accused had the services of Japanese attorneys* the accused 
cooperated,in their own defense, produced witnesses, and testified theme- 
selves, as well. There was no evidence submitted that any of the accused 
/ wor* not sane at the time of the commission of the alleged offenses, and 
insanity was not an issue. 


5. Recommendation:’ 


Clemency requests v/ere filed on behaLf of some of the accused. 

No clemency, recommendation was made by the trial commission. The clemency 
petitions submitted show no justification for reduction of the sentences 
imposed. It is therefore recommended that the findings upon the charges 
and specifications be a.pproved, and that the sentences as imposed be
